DOCTORS DISAGREE 


The following report concerning the death 
of Osman Ahwed stbseqrent to alleged ill- 
treatment at tho banda of policemen of the 
Kabban caracol was snpplied to us this morn- 
ing by the authorities of the Alexandria 
Gouvernorat ; — 

In conreqnence cf the death, which occurred 
on the 21st inst. at the Labban police station, 
ofa native youth, against whom an aggression 
on the part of policemen is alleged, a post- 
mortem examination was held by the police 
medical oflixer, who reported that death 
was doe to natoral canse, and that there 
wore no incriminating marks on the de- 
cossed's body. ‘I'he body was snbsequently 
transported to the Gevernment hospital where 
a second autopsy was held by two doctors 
attached to the hospital, who reported that 
death waa dae to heart disease, bat one of the 
dectora also expressed the opinion that death 
might have been doe to other causes. In con- 
sequence of this difference of opinion the body 
was anbmitted toa third examination by Dr. 
Batts, director of the Government hospital, 
who concladed that death was due to heart 
disease and that the deceaced showed signs of 
having soffered from intlsmmation of the lnnga 
and otber internal troubles. Permission for the 
burial of the body was then granted by the 
Chef du Parquet. 

We are also informe? that, as aresnit of the 
statement in our report of Satorday that the 
man had met his death as the consequence of 
a revere kick dealt him by an [*alinan onbashi 
of police at the Labhan caraco!, the Hakem- 
darieh bas written to the Parqnet to ask fora 
report of the result of the official inquiry with 
a view to determining the responsibility of the 
policeman.

INCREASING VALUES REPORTED. 


The annoal genoral meeting of the Egyptian 
Land and General rast, Ltd., was beld on 
the Ist inst. at Winchester house, Old Broad- 
street, BE. C., Sir William FP. Haynes Smith, 
K.C.M.G., LL.D. (the chairman ofthe company) 
presiding. 

The Secretary having read the notice con- 
vening the meeting, 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen,—I do not 
desire to detain you with any lengthened 
observations. The report and accounts place 
the porition of the company plainly before 
you. Since the 30th of Jare the investments 
gronped under the beading “Other Invest- 
ments,” £13,463 164. 1d., have been realised at 
a small profitand the amount applied in re- 
duction of the outstanding amoants due for the 
purchase of land, which hes been reduced by 
£15,778 5°. 34. The capital of the company has 
baen invested in bailding landsat Cairc,at Alex- 
andria, and at Khartoum,and in each case the 
lands have risen in value since they were pur- 
chased. We wore advised that it was undeair- 
able to realise these properties within the period 
of the accounts now laid before you ; bat we 
are proceeding with the steps necessary for the 
realisation of these properties to the best ad- 
vantage. The Ghorbal Bstate at Alexandria is 
an exceptional property, and, as I have already 
mortioned, it appeared expedient, in the in- 
terests of the sbareholder?, to refose an offer 
for it, which would have yielded a profit of 
over £30,000. It would have been pleasant to 
have been able to give to the shareholdersa 
Jarge dividend on the first year of working,but 
it seemed expedient, after having taken the 
risk of parchasing this property, that the share- 
holders should reap the fall profit to be derived 
from its proper development. Its position as 
being almost the only remaining building atea 
in Alexandria, a vast commercial centre, 
which ia daily growing io importance, appears 
to render this property independent of the 
ordinary flactaations which may sffect the 
land market in Bgypt. We aleo for similar 
reasons declined an offer for another property, 
which would have yielded a profit of about 
£7,000. After receiving the best advice we 
car obtain, the Board believe that these pro- 
perties will yield larger profits than those 
offered, and they are tsking action for the 
purpose. 

New Business. 

Daring the negotiations which have been 
pending, many matters have remained in 
abeyance which are being proceeded with. 
Offers of new business on terms which appear 
to be favourable ara now being dealt with by 
the Board, and there is no’ reason to donbt 
that the cperations of the company can be 
made a success for theshareholders. I now beg 
formally to move the adoption of the report 
and accounts. 

Mr. J. Woodrow Matthews seconded the 
motion. 

The Chairman invited questions, bat none 
were asked and he thereupon put the motion 
for the adoption of the report and accounts, 
which was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman next moved the confirmation 
of the appointment of Mr. EB. Toriel sa a direo- 
tor, which was seconded by Mr. A. P. Mack, 
and agreed to. 

On the proposition of Mr. C. H. Rigg, secon- 
ded by Mr. Veasey, Mesers.

THE KHEDIVE’S YACHT. |

£1¢0,000 INSURANCE CONTRACT. 


An interesting insurance was effected at 
Lloyd's Inst week on the Khedive's pleasare 
yacht Mabrovssa. This vessal, now valued at 
£100,000, has, as we recently reported, been 
entirely reconstructed, having been fitted on 
the Clyde with three of the most modern steam 
tarbines and otherwise converted from a paddle 
into aserew steamer. ‘The previous Tharsdsy 
abe successfully ran her official trial trip in the 
Firth of Clyde and attained speed over s 
measvred distance of 17} koots. The present 
insurance covers the yacht against all maritime 
perils on her voyage out to Alexandria, vie 
Gibraltar and Conatantinople, at whi-h latter 
port itis anticipated that the Khedive will go 
on board. 

Until the vessel is officially delivered she is 
in the hands of the contractors, who have 
provided in the insursnce contract that the 
yacht will be navigated ag far as Gibraltar in 
the charge cf a special pilot. Sceing that the 
Mabrousea was originally built of iron on the 
‘Thames as long ago as 1865, some ondterwritera 
bave been surprised that she was worth the 
enormous amount spent upon her reconatrac- 
tion, but they are unanimous in considering 
ber & first-class risk for the voyage out, as she 
ig practically an entirely new yacht, inferior 
probably to no other pleasure craft of the same 
type efloat. The Mabroosesaisnot the first yacht 
boilt fora distingaished potentate which haa 
been ingnred in London. Some time ago after 
theSoltan of l'arkey's new yacht was constract- 
ed on the Tyne, she was insared for her 
maiden voyage to the Mediterranean for 
£80,000.

A 75 HOURS’ PASSAGE. 


The Egyptian Mail Steamship Company 
Limited is pushing on the construction of its 
fleet for its service between Marseilles and 
Alexaodria,and tho firat of its tort ine steamers 
will be ready to be laanched next May, Lady 
Cromer has been asked to christen the firat 
steamer and to preside at the ceremony of 
laanching, which will take place next summer. 
The service between Marsailles and Alexandria 
will begin to ran from the 15th October, 1907. 
The steamers are being built at Fairfield’s, 
The time occupied by these tarbine steamers 
in the passage between Maracilles and Alex- 
andria will not exceed teventy five hours. The 
etesmers after leaving Marseilles will cail at 
Tonia, and this will be the only port of call 
ov the journey. It is expected that the 
passer ger service between Marseilles and Tanis 
will be a lucrative asset of the Company, as 
vow there is no firat-c'ass line of passenger 
steamers plying between France and Tunis. 
The Egyptian Mail Steamship Company will 
be under contract with ths Egyptian Govern- 
ment to carry the mails from London to 
Cairo in one handred hours. The preseot 
mait service by way of Brindisi and Port 
Said freqoently exceeds this limit even 
when there ara no untoward circumstances 
in transit, A special train in convection 
with the steamers will be ron by the Interna- 
tionstioral Sleeping Car Company from Calais 
by Paris to Marseilles. At Paris these express 
trains will connect with part of the trains 
from Belgiom, Germany, and the north.

THE ADVANCE OF EGYPT.

FINANCIAL ACTIVITY. 


M. de Ri ffye, French Consul at Cairo, in an 
ntereiting article t» “‘L'{oformation” on the 
economic situation in Ezypt, remarks upon 
the fiaancial activity in Egypt doriog the 
year 1905 6, when quite a namber of companies 
cama into being ia Cairo, and furnished tha 
occasion for the introdaction of a large amount 
of foreign capital. He divides the companies 
into land, financial, indastrisl, commercial, 
transport and hotel companies. There are other 
two branches not incladed ia this list—namely, 
land mortgage, in which Freach capital playa 
the most important r0'e, and those companies 
with registered offices sbroad—prinipally in 
London, Paris and Belgiam, which are governed 
by their respective national laws, and which 
he has failed to find ont much abont. It is 
diffijolt to determine what -is the proportion 
of capital sabscribed by foreigners an‘ natives 
respectively in those companies which have 
been issued in Egypt, for the foreign element 
amongst their shareholders is resident in the 
land, and cannot be easily sorted oat.

Thare was bat one 
“indastrial,” a cigarette company, ia 1905, 
with 625,000 fr. capital,.of which Germany 
subscribed 325,000f, Eagland 125,000f, and the » 
balance was made up by Germans in Bgypt 
or by pare Egyptians ; bat ia 1906 there have 
been five such companies, with a combined 
capital of 4,500,000f, almost, entirely loca lly 
subscribed by Eoglish and Belgians, except for 
550,000f, subsoribed by Austrians. There were 
six commercial companies with relatively small 
capital, subsoribed to almost entirely by the 
Roglish and French in Bgypt. There have been 
likewise six transport companies, with about 
4,180,000f. capital The total companies estab- 
ished ware five, with a combined capital of 
8,590,000, to which Bgyptians, French 
Bgyptians, Syrisng and Boglish were large 
contribators.

Anglo-French Dectaration of 1899, 


The Anglo-French Declaration signed at 
London on the 21st of March, 1899, happily 
put the finishing toaches to the amicable 
solution of the Fashoda qaetsion. It completed 
the Convention concladed between Frange and 
Great Britain in the previous year, respectin 
the delimitation of their possessions an 
spheres of inflaence in West Africa, by defining, 
in principle, a line of frontier to the north of 
the Congo State. The British Government 
copeged not to acqaire eitber territory or 

itical infloence to the west of this line, 
while the Government of the French Repablic 
entered intoa similar engagement respecting 
the acquisition of territory or political in- 
fiaence to the esst of the line. The frontier 
followed the Congo-Nile watershed ss far aa 
the 11th paralle! of north pes and thence 
followed 4 far a3 the 14th parallel the frontier 
between the Kingdom of Wadasi and what 
constitnted in 1882 the Province of Darfar. 
The third provision of the Declaration states 
that “it is understood, in principle, that to the 
north of the 15th parallel the French sone 
shall be limited to the north-esst and east by 
a line which shall start from the point of inter- 
section of the Tropic of Cancer with the 16th 
degree of longitade east of Greenwich.” From

Bat theimportant point to remember ip 
connection with the dispate over the Djsanet 
oases in that the frontier defined in the 1899 
Declaration did not extend farther north than 
the Tropio of Cancer, whereas see as mark:

A MONROE DOCTRINE FOR AFRICA. 


Totug Borror or tue “Eayrtian Gazette.” 

Sir,—Eorope has many taske to perform in 
Africa. Pirstly, that of pacifio penetration into 
those regions of the Continent which are as 
yot unexplored ; secondly, the marking-out of 
her spheres of political and commercial interest 
therein ; thirdly, the economical development 
of those spheres. Beside these there are 
questions which, although more or less sub- 
ordinate, have a place in the ground plan; such,

Ralpian Congo, and Tarkish Tripolj. Gradually 
thege spheres of interest are becoming more 
and more clearly defined; and acknowledged 
by the consensas of Rarope, The reciprocity 
of the two predominant Powers, Great Britain 
and Franoe, is vitally necessary tothe status 
quo, commercial and political : for with a huge 
fleet sweeping ita shores ready to co-operate 
with any military movement on land, danger 
to the general peace is remote, at present. 

Of all questions of internal policy in Africa, 
that of Egypt comes first. 

To all intants and purposes, it and the 
Sodan have been absorbed into the British 
system, with the silent consent of the six 
Powers ; and Great Britain, in return, has, by 
the snpport she gave to the Republic at 
Algeciras, guaranteed France in her Barbary 
possessions. 

Between Great Britain on the Bast and 
France on the Westis the Ottoman Dependency 
of Tripoli, occopied by a force which cannot 
bot be antagonistic to Boropean role ; while 
in the hinterland there ie the abstract element 
of tribal unrest, an unrest which it ienatorally 
in the interest of Turkey to foster. In the 
far South the Ethiopian movement, vo less 
vagne, is of sufficient cause for alarm to 
Great Britain and Germany. Nor mast we 
overlogk the serious complications which may 
at any moment result from the desdlock in 
Sinsi which ever and anon looms menac- 
ingly oa the political horizon, So much 
for the domestic situation. Abroad the ex- 
ternal policy of Africa has entered a new 
phase owing to the claim of intervention 
set forth by the Kaiser at the time of the 
Morocco crisia,a o'aim which has developed 
juto a demand for a voice in the councils 
of Esrope touchiog African aftsirs. [n view 
of Germany's growing intergsta and owning 
as she does, colonies on the Baat and We:t 


agree with those politicians who would ex- 
clade her from thee conncils. On the contrary, 
if ours is a policy of the “Open Dony”, wa 
must allow Germany in Egypt a elsewhere 
the full messurq of self-e*sertion in African 


yention means; and not only to Germany, 
bat to all other European nations who have 
political or commercial relations there. 

The not distant goal of common interest 
oxp, however, only be attained by a United 
States of Karope, with a Monroe Doctrine of 
its own. That formula of inter-state policy, 
gasrantesing the safety of a vast sub-contin- 
ent, and holding as good {to-day as it did in 


to introdace their systgm of governm t into 
South America, is not, I contend, Tecod 
the range of adaptability in Africf? Moreover, 
there are reasons for urging ité adoption, at 
least in principle, by the Powars of Barope who 
have vested interests in Africa, The battle of 
Tsashima shifted the oantre of political gravity 
and opinion in the Par East, and, with the rise 
of Japan, the awakening ot Chins, and the 
other races of the Extreme Orient ia only 
nataral. With the aid of Japanese naatical 
skill, the denre popalation of the Celestial 
Bumpire would find immenss relief on an Afri- 


least of its population are familiar, and it 
would not be onlikely that the Japanese 
themselves should aspire to naval suprem- 
acy on the Indian Ocean, and seek 
coaling stations and naval bases on the 
African littoral, The Ispanese are ovr allies 
it ia trne, and As such we are bound to defend 
them ; bat in s quarrel with a third Power 
having Colonies on the African coast, sach an 
interpretation of Monroeism would be far more 
eflicaceous than fatife sppeals to The Hague ; 
the formala wonld certainly jastify in the 
eyes of Barope the exclasion of any foreign 
interference in Afrioa. So, too, coming nearer 
home, the tenets of the Doctrine might well be 
applied against the Tarkish claim to Egyptian 
territory at Sinai; or in the case of an in- 
gnrrection in Arabia which might kindle a 
highly ivfismmatory Pao-Islamism in Northern 
Africa. ‘Take the case also of Tripoli. Sorely 
such & Doctrine might regulate the e 
of Italy towarda that Province, avd ip 
check avy ontoward movement on the part 
of the ‘Tarki-h aathorities, which might lead 
to its ocoupation. There is, besides Moroceo, 
one African Kingdom which neods closely 
watching. That is Abyssinia. Here again, 
the African Doctrine would come in very 
handy for shaping the course of Ethiopian 
policy, #0 that it shoald in no wise affect our 
jntereats, commercial and other, vested in the
